parameter into a User Datagram Protocol packet. 

b) In Regarding to Claims 21-25: The prior arts of record fail to teach a method for 
transmitting Transcoder/Rate Adaptor Unit (TRAU) information in an Internet Protocol (IP) 
based base station system architecture via an IP network, the method comprising a combination 
of steps of:
